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Distribution of Industry Act, 1945 


The Distribution of Industry Act, 1945, became law 
on June 15. The Act represents an essential part in the 
Government’s employment policy as set out in the 
White Paper on Employment Policy Cmd. 6527. Its 
object is to enable the Government to take steps to secure 
a better balanced distribution of industry throughout 
the country, and in particular to increase the total 
volume of production and employment by stimulating 
industrial development in certain areas otherwise 
threatened with heavy unemployment. 

These areas are referred to as ““ Development Areas,” 
and are listed in the First Schedule to the Act. The areas 
initially selected for inclusion are 

The North East Coast, Tyneside and Tees-side ; 

West Cumberland ; 

The Industrial belt of South Wales and Monmouth- 

shire ; 

The Scottish Industrial belt, including Dundee. 

In these areas, which include nearly all the old Special 
Areas, but are considerably larger, the Board have 
already reason to believe that unless special preventive 
measures are taken by the Government there is a serious 
danger of early unemployment. The list is not, however, 
necessarily final, and the Board have power under 
Section 7 to add or remove areas from the list (with the 
consent of Parliament) if changes in economic conditions 
make this necessary.

Sections 1 and 2 authorise the Board of Trade to 
acquire land in Development Areas for industrial develop- 
ment, and to erect or prepare sites for factories and 
ancillary buildings such as offices, canteen, and houses 
for key workers, which are required by industrial under- 
takings. The Board may also finance the erection of 
factories, etc. by non-profit making trading or industrial 
estate companies, such as those which were established 
on the initiative of the Commissioners for the Special 
Areas and which are at present operating industrial 
estates at Treforest, Team Valley and Hillingdon and 
have built numerous factories on individual sites through- 
out the Special Areas. Schemes for further factory 
building in Development Areas are now being worked 
out by the Board of Trade, and in a number of cases 
building operations will begin at once. 


Section 3 confers on the various Ministers of the Crown 
who are responsible for basic services—that is, com- 


munications, lighting, heating, power, water, health, 
housing, and other services on which depends the 
development of the area, and in particular of industry, 
power to give special assistance to improve these services 
in Development Areas. It is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to use their powers under this section so that the 
standard of services in the Development Areas, which 
has hitherto in many cases been below that of the rest 
of the country, shall be raised so that industrialists who, 
in accordance with the Government’s location policy, 
establish new undertakings in these areas, shall not 
suffer an initial disadvantage because of the deficiency or 
inefficiency of these services. 


Section 4 authorised the Treasury (acting in accordance 
with the recommendations of an advisory committee) 
to give financial assistance towards the capital require- 
ments of persons who wish to establish or expand indus- 
trial undertakings in Development Areas. Assistance 
under this section replaces that previously provided by 
the Treasury Special Areas Fund, the Special Areas 
Reconstruction Association Ltd., and the Nuffield Trust, 
and will be available only if the Treasury are satisfied 
that there are good prospects of the undertaking being 
able to carry on ultimately without further assistance 
under this section, although for the time being it is not 
otherwise able to obtain the necessary capital. 


Section 5 authorises the Board of Trade to acquire and 
clear derelict land in Development Areas or to give 
financial assistance towards the clearance of such land 
where it is undertaken by local authorities or non-profit 
making companies. The problem of dereliction is 
particularly acute in Development Areas ; and experi- 
ence has shown that the heavy capital outlay which is 
necessary before derelict land can be used for building 
deters industrialists from acquiring it for development. 


Section 8 provides for the winding up of the affairs of 
the Commissioners for the Special Areas who have since 
1934 worked to secure the economic development and 
social improvement of the Special Areas. Arrangements 
are made for the discharge of commitments entered into 
by the Commissioners. 


Section 9 provides for notification to the Board of the 
erection of industrial buildings ; it is explained in detail. 
on page 286 of this issue. 
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Answers in Parliament 


The following are recent answers to Parliamentary Questions 
of trading and industrial interest :— 


Leather Industry (12/6/45): Asked why permission had been 
given the leather industry to import this year from the U.S.A. 
200 embossed printing plates, when, with facilities from his 
department, these could have been provided by British manu- 
facturers, the President replied : ‘‘ No licence has been granted 
for the leather industry to import from the U.S.A. this year 200 
embossed printing plates.” 


Bottles for Export Trade (13/6/45): In reply to a question about 
what was being done to deal with the difficulty of the shortage of 
supply of bottles in respect to the export trade of a certain firm, 
the Parliamentary Secretary said: “In consultation with my 
right hon. Friend the Minister of Supply and my right hon. and 
gallant Friend the Minister of Food, I am endeavouring to get 
more workers for the glass bottle industry. In the meantime, 
owing to shortage of labour the output of bottles is insufficient 
to meet all demands, and preference has to be given to bottles 
required for medical supplies and for food and drink. I am afraid 
that, in the case of the firm to which the hon. Member refers 
and other firms similarly placed, export trade must temporarily 
suffer so that these priority demands can be satisfied.” 


Priority for Hardware (13/6/45): Asked whether all recognised 
hardware factors would be allowed to obtain from manufacturers 
special priority goods for licensed applicants only, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary replied : “‘ The hon. Member’s question is not 
clear, but I certainly could not contemplate introducing a 
priority docket scheme for hardware, if that is what he had in 
mind.” 


Export of Cosmetics (14/6/45): The President was asked under 
what power exporters of cosmetics were compelled to purchase 
their supplies from a list of firms supplied by his department, 
and if these firms were to have a monopoly. The Parliamentary 
Secretary replied: “The Toilet Preparations (Nos. 3 and 4) 
Orders, .1943, made under the Defence Regulations, stipulate 
that exporters buying cosmetics from manufacturers can only 
buy from those whose names are on the Toilet Preparations 
Register. There is no question of monopoly since the Register 
contains about 600 names, and the Board of Trade are always 


ready to add the name of any new manufacturer who has 
genuine prospects of developing an export business.” 


Questions about Particular Factories :— 

Messrs. D. Napier and Sons, Liverpool (12/6/45): The President 
was asked how many workers it was intended to employ in the 
continued production of aero-engines at this factory ; for what 
purposes the redundant capacity of the factory was to be used 
for civilian production, and how many workers would be required 
for the latter purpose. He replied: “It is hoped to employ 
over two thousand workers in the continued production of aero- 
engines at this factory. Negotiations for the use of the remaining 
capacity are being actively pursued but have not yet reached an 
advanced enough stage for details to be published ; the intention 
is to use it fully.” 


Mills in Burnley (12/6/45): Asked what steps he proposed to 
take in order to release mills in Burnley at present occupied as 
Government stores in order that they might be used by firms 
anxious to start or restart manufacturing, the President replied : 
‘I am prepared to consider any request for the release of a mill 
where labour and materials are available. A representative of 
the Factory Control and of the Board of Trade Regional Office 
at Manchester are arranging to visit Burnley later this week.” 


Don Optical Company (12/6/45): The President was asked what 
factory accommodation could be offered to this firm, whether 
they would be given prior consideration for factory space in the 
Doncaster district, and why it had been suggested that they 
should move from that district to another town in Yorkshire. 
He replied : “ The firm in question have already a manufacturing 
unit in the other Yorkshire town nearby which the hon. Member 
mentions. They applied for surplus Government premises in 
Doncaster, but unfortunately none are available. If suitable 
premises cannot be found, I should welcome a proposal from the 
firm for new building either in Doncaster or in the surrounding 
area. 


R.O.F. Factory, Newport, Mon. (14/6/45): In reply to a question 
about the future of this factory, the Parliamentary Secretary 
said: “It has been decided to allocate this factory for civilian 
production giving a high level of employment; a detailed 
announcement will be made shortly.” 





Advance Notification of Factory Building 


The Board of Trade wish to call attention to Section 9 of the 
Distribution of Industry Act, 1945, which came into operation on 
June 15, 1945. With certain exceptions, it requires persons who 
are contemplating the erection of a factory to inform the Board 
of Trade of their intentions at least sixty days before they let 
contracts for the erection of the building or begin building 
operations. No notification is necessary if the proposed building 

(1) will have an aggregate floor space of 10,000 square feet or 
less ; or 

(2) is required as an extension of an existing industrial under- 
taking, and is contiguous or adjacent to another industrial 
building, used by the undertaking and erected before June 15, 
1945, or in respect of which notification under the Act has been 
given ; or 

(3) replaces another such industrial building used by the same 
undertaking, and is to be erected on the same site or on a con- 
tiguous or adjacent site. 

The object of this notification requirement is to enable the 
Board of Trade to place at the disposal of industrialists all 
available information concerning sites, power, labour, transport, 
housing, amenities and similar matters, and to discuss with them 
where, in their own and the national interest, they should 
consider siting their proposed building. Industrialists should 
therefore approach the Board of Trade at as early a date in their 
planning as possible. 


Notification should be sent in writing to the Factory Controller 
(Location), Board of Trade, Millbank, London, S.W.1, and 
should, where possible, include information about the proposed 
situation of the building, the use for which it is required, the 
estimated floor space and the number of men and of women who 
are likely to be employed. 

On the expiry of sixty days from the date of notification, or 
earlier if the Board of Trade agree, the industrialist may proceed, 
but the fact of notification under the Distribution of Industry 
Act does not dispense with the obligation to secure a building 
licence before building may be begun. Nor does notification to 
the Board of Trade dispense with the need to secure the approval 
of the local planning authority. 

Where a person is on June 15 in possession of a building 
licence, the Board of Trade will regard the application for the 
licence which was made by that person as a notification under 
Section 9 of the Act on which permission to proceed has been 
given. Other persons should make notification now, but if any 
person receives a building licence on or before August 14 and the 
statutory period of sixty days has not expired, the licence may 
be regarded as permission to proceed.

Private Trade with French North Africa : Exports to French North 
Africa: With reference to previous notices in this Journal (of 
March 24 and April 21) about exports to French North Africa, 
exporters will wish to know that more detailed arrangements 
have now been completed for the resumption of private trade in 
a wide range of commodities, with this area comprising Algeria, 
Tunisia and French Morocco. A list of these commodities under 
general descriptions was published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on April 21, but the following items should now be added : Cotton 
thread, books, pictures and printed matter, glass products and 
pins. 

Other goods are at present reserved for procurement through 
the French Purchasing Mission in the United Kingdom. 

Importers in North Africa will apply to their local French 
authorities for import licences, and when these are issued will be 
able to obtain foreign exchange. 

Normal United Kingdom export licensing procedure will 
apply to goods specified in the first and second schedules to the 
Export of Goods Control Order and applications for export 
licences should be made to the Export Licensing Department, 
4 Fenchurch Avenue, London, E.C.3, either directly or through 
the usual channel for the goods concerned. 

tevistration for shipment will be carried out by the Peninsular 
and Mediterranean Committee (Western Section) 15 Trinity 
Square, London, E.C.3, as from July 1. Applications in duplicate 
giving the usual information and in addition the French North 
African import licence number should be forwarded by mail, 
together with two copies of the rclevant invoices, to The Com- 
mercial Counsellor to the French Embassy, 3 Albert Hall Mansions, 
London, S.W.7. One copy of the application endorsed with the 
shipping priority will be forwarded by the Commercial Counsellor

The increase in daily postal receipts between February and 
March was larger than usual, and it was suggested in last month’s 
article that this might possibly be due to the purchase of stamps 
in March for the postage of letters on Kaster Sunday and Monday, 
which this year fell on April 1 and 2. This seems to be confirmed 
by the fall of 9-1 per cent. between March and April, which 
contrasts with the normal small seasonal rise. Taking the two 
months together, the index number based on the corresponding 
period of 1924-34 (except 1926) shows a rise of 3-6 per cent. on 
1944, or rather more than the average for the first two months of 
the year.

ixporters wishing to send samples to North Africa can do so

North Africa. Export licences and import licences are of course re- 
quired for samples of licensable goods unless sent by sample post. 

Imports from French North Africa. While imports of certain 
essential commodities, e.g. iron ore, phosphates and argols, will 
continue for the present to be made through Government 
channels, any imports into the United Kingdom of other essential 
commodities which may be required from French North Africa will 
be authorised through private import channels and the normal 
United Kingdom import licensing procedure will apply.

M.E.S.C. Import Modifications : The Board of Trade Journal of 
January 13 and 20, February 3, April 14, May 19 and 26 of this 
year gave particulars of the recent modifications in import pro- 
cedure in the Middle East territories. Paragraph 8 of the Notice 
of January 13 gave a list of commodities which will remain subject 
to M.E.S.C. procedure and notes of additions to and deletions 
from that list were contained in the later notices. ‘The following 
items should now be deleted from that list. 

Formaldehyde. 

Arsenious oxide. 

Lead arsenate. 

Paris green. 

Sodium arsenate. 

Sodium arsenite. 

Calcium arsenate. 

Phosphoric acid and phosphates (except phosphate rock). 

Flax and manufactures substantially or wholly thereof.

Cutlery, Spoons and Forks : Additions to List of Permitted Goods : 
The Board of Trade have made the Cutlery, Spoons and Forks 
(Control) (No. 3) Order, 1945 (S. R. & O. 1945 No. 684), which 
amends the Cutlery, Spoons and Forks (Control) Order, 1944 
(S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1252). The new Order, which came into 
operation on June 18, makes the following changes : 


1. Changes in Permitted Goods 

(a) Table, dessert or tea spoons and table or dessert forks 
made of stainless steel or chromium-plated nickel silver or brass 
are added to the list of goods which may be manufactured and 
supplied without licence, but tin-plated spoons and forks of 
other sizes cannot be manufactured or supplied without a licence. 

(b) The specified minimum nickel content of unplated nickel 
silver spoons and forks has been increased from 14 to 18 per cent. 
(Note. Manufacturers who have partly finished goods on hand 
which cannot be made to comply with the revised specifications 
should write to the Board of Trade, at Neville House, Page 
Street, London, 8.W.1, giving full details of the quantity and 
type of the goods concerned. The question of the disposal of 
such goods will then, be considered). 

(c) Permitted goods, intended to comply with the scheduled 
specifications but failing to do so may now be supplied without 
licence if they have been indelibly marked with the word “ im- 
perfect.”” Goods marked “imperfect” are subject to the 
maximum price provisions appropriate to the specifications with 
which they were intended to comply. 


2. New Arrangements for Indirect Exports 

The removal of cutlery from control under the Limitation of 
Supplies Orders has made obsolete the system whereby any type 
of controlled goods could be supplied without restriction to any 
person, registered under those Orders, who surrendered to the 
manufacturer a “ Certificate A.” This Order replaces that 
system by an arrangement whereby any type of controlled goods 
may be made and supplied in fulfilment of orders endorsed with 
the words “ for export.” Manufacturers must retain any such 
orders for a period of eighteen months from the date of supply. 
Goods acquired for export under this arrangement may not be 
supplied on the home market except under licence from the 
Board of Trade.

Utility ‘Knitted Goods: The Board of Trade have made the 
Knitted Goods (No. 2) Directions, 1945 (8S. R. & O. 1945 
No. 700) which provide for the addition of some new Utility 
Specifications for women’s seamless stockings and women’s 
underwear. A few minor amendments are also made to existing 
specifications. The details are contained in List No. 2 of Amend- 
ments and Additions to Schedule “F” of Utility Knitted 


Goods.

Utility Apparel: The Utility Apparel (Single-Texture Water- 
proofs, Directions (8S. R. & O. 1945 No. 683, price 2d.) have been 
issued by the Board of Trade. The Directions, which come into 
force on June 28, authorise the making-up of a range of single- 
texture waterproofs from four-figure utility cloth proofed under 
a licence issued by the Board. 

The garments must comply with making-up requirements 
detailed in Part 11 of the Schedule and must carry under the 
facing particulars to identify the manufacturer of the garment 
and the proofer of the cloth. 

Manufacturers’ ceiling prices for the single-texture garments 
are laid down in the Schedule.

Export Control : The Board of Trade have made the Export of 
Goods (Control) No. 5 Order, 1945 (S. R. & O. 1945, No. 754, 
price 1d.), which came into force on June 19. This order removes 
the need for export licences for goods exported to the Channel 
Islands except in the case of soaps, fertilisers and any goods 
specified in Groups 1, 2, 14, 16 or 17 of the first schedule to the 
Export Control Order. 

A further notice about trade with the Channel Islands will 
appear in the next issue of the Board of Trade Journal.

War Time Consumption of Non-Ferrous Metals : The Ministry of 
Supply has issued detailed figures for the consumption during the 
war years of the metals within the scope of the Non-Ferrous 
Metals Control. These metals are copper, zinc, lead, tin, nickel, 
cadmium, antimony, cobalt and manganese ; and a full break- 
down into the main trades in which each metal was used is given 
for 1942, 1943, 1944 and the first quarter of 1945 (with estimates 
in most metals of the total consumption in 1940 and 1941). 
Kigures for the second quarter of 1945 will be given as soon as 
they are available. 

During the 5} years to March 1945, the consumption (in 
virgin metal alone) of copper, zinc, lead, tin and nickel amounted 
to a grand total of 4,861,000 tons. The division of this total 
was :-—

Practically all these tonnages were imported (either as ore or 
metal). Almost the whole of the lead and nickel, the major part 
of the copper and of the zinc, and a substantial part of the tin 
came from the British Empire. 

These figures exclude the metal content of scrap, which was 
very widely used. It is not possible to give the 1940 and 194] 
totals for such scrap, but in the 3} years covering 1942 to March, 
1945 (except for nickel scrap where the period is shorter) the 
metal content of copper, zinc, lead, tin and nickel in scrap 
(covering “ process”’ scrap on residues arising from current 
manufacturing operations and old and reclaimed scrap) amounted 
to 1,770,000 tons, viz. :—

The metals—whether in virgin form or as scrap—were used for 
ammunition and other war purposes, and for limited essential 
civilian purposes. Copper went mainly into cables and electrical 
equipment generally and into ammunition brass; zine into 
ammunition brass and diecastings for ammunition ; lead into 
cable coverings, batteries and ammunition ; tin into gunmetal, 
bronzes, solders and tinplate for foodstuffs; and nickel into 
alloy steel.

Control of Non-Ferrous Metals : The Minister of Supply has made 
the Control of Non-Ferrous Metals (No. 19) (Cobalt) (Revocation) 
Order, 1945 (S. R. & O. 1945 No. 697, price 1d.), which came 
into force on June 18, 1945. 

This Order revokes the Control of Non-Ferrous Metals (No. 10) 
(Cobalt) Order, 1942, under which the disposal and acquisition 
of cobalt-bearing ores, concentrates and mattes, residues from 
which cobalt can be recovered, cobalt metal, cobalt oxides and 
certain cobalt salts are subject to licence. Licences will no longer 
be required for the disposal or acquisition of these commodities,

Modification of Consumption Taxes : With reference to the notice 
under the above heading in the Board of T'rade Journal, March 24, 
1945 (pages 223-225), the Counsellor (Commercial) to H.M. 
Embassy at Rio de Janeiro reports that a further Decree Law, 
No. 7404, dated March 22, published in the “ Diario Oficial” of 
March 26, provides for the following modifications in the Brazilian 
Consumption Tax Law :— 

Class I. Consumption tax will be levied on accumulators and 
batteries for cars and other purposes only when these are of 
foreign origin. 

Among the articles which are exempt from the payment of the 
tax, item (d) has been extended to include compressed air engines, 
and a new item (7) has been added for sewing machine needles. 

Class III, The following item (hk) has been added to the 
list of exemptions from tax : Tyres and inner tubes, of national 
manufacture, when sold directly by the manufacturers to under- 
takings which assemble motor vehicles and when destined solely 
for use on vehicles newly imported or manufactured in Brazil, 
in accordance with instructions to be issued by the Director of 
Internal Revenue. 

Class XVI. Footwear of domestic manufacture costing more 
than Cr.$200 a pair will pay a further Cr.$5.00 for each Cr. $50 
or fraction thereof in excess of Cr.$200, instead of the Cr.$10 for 
each Cr.$200 or fraction thereof as formerly laid down.

Import Restrictions : The Board of Trade have received a copy 
of Notification No. 3 I.T.C/45 dated May 12, 1945, issued by the 
Government of India in the Department of Commerce, which 
provides for the following further amendment to the Schedule 
annexed to Notification No. 23 I.T.C./43 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, September 25, 1943, and subsequent notices). 

In Part I of the Schedule after serial No. 40 the following shall

Import Quotas : The Board of Trade have received copies of the 
following Orders made by the Government of Eire :—

shoes and fixing the quota for the period at 600,000 articles. 

Control of Imports (Quota No. 37, Eighteenth Period) Order, 
1945, appointing the period July 1, 1945 to December 31, 1945, 
as the eighteenth quota period for certain hats, caps, hoods and 
shapes and fixing the quota for the period of 80,000 articles. 

Control of Imports (Quota No. 38, Fifteenth Period) Order, 
1945, appointing the period July 1, 1945 to December 31, 1945, 
as the fifteenth quota period for certain metal screws and fixing 
the quota for the period at 50,000 gross, of which 48,000 gross 
shall be screws which are shown, to the satisfaction of the 
Revenue Commissioners, to have been manufactured either in 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern, Ireland or in 
the Dominion of Canada.

NEW HEBRIDES 


Additional Import Duties : The “‘ New Hebrides Condominium 
Gazette”? (October-November, 1944) contains a copy of the 
New Hebrides (Temporary Additional) Import Duties Joint 
Regulation No. 16 of 1944 which provides for the following 
additional import duties to Schedule 1 to the New Hebrides 
Customs Tariff :— 
Wines and spirits of 15° to 20°...24d. per 75 centilitres. 
Wines and spirits of over 20°...5d. per 75 centilitres. 
Touring cars of all types (not utility vehicles), new—£16 per 
vehicle. Secondhand—£9 12s. per vehicle. 
This regulation came into effect on October 16, 1944, and shall 
automatically cease to have effect on October 16 of each succeed- 


ing year unless renewed by Joint Order of the Resident Com- 
missioners.

Import Licences : With reference to the notice under the above 
heading in Board of Trade Journal, August 26, 1944, page 316 and 
to previous notices, H.M. Ambassador at Lima has now forwarded 
a translation of a press notice to Peruvian importers dated 
January 24, which states ‘that, as from that date, the Import 
Department of the Ministry of Finance will require, for prior 
approval, and without exception, presentation of all orders for 
foreign goods. On approval of such orders, the respective 
import licences will be issued without delay. Goods without an 
import licence will be refused entry into Peruvian Customs 
houses.

SUDAN 


Placing of Definite Orders for Commodities for Non-Government 
Post-War Requirements: ‘The following notice, under the above 
heading, was published in the Sudan Press of May 1 by the War 
Supply Department :— 

“Information has now been received that definite orders for 
the commodities of United Kingdom manufacture required to 
cover post-war development (and more especially such products 
of the heavy industries as machinery, plant, structural steel- 
work, etc.) should be placed immediately with United Kingdom 
suppliers in order that the goods may have high priority for post- 
war manufacture. This applies particularly to the firms who have 
already submitted details of their post-war requirements to this 
Department for registration with the United Kingdom Autho- 
rities. Orders so placed should cover requirements for as far 
ahead as possible since the question of payment whould probably 
not arise until the goods are in course of manufacture. The 
purpose is to have the order recorded in a high place in the 
supplier’s order book. The Board of Trade lay great stress on 
the importance of orders being placed early and as far in advance 
of the delivery date as is possible. 

2. Special Certificates will be issued by this Department 
authorising the placing orders for approved post-war require- 
ments in the United Kingdom. Application forms for such 
Certificates may be had on application to this Department. 
Orders should be placed immediately upon receipt of the requisite 
Certificate, which will in fact be an endorsement of the applica- 
tion form itself. 

3. It must be most carefully noted that the issue of a covering 
Certificate by this Department does not imply that the actual 
project of which the goods may form part is thereby formally 
approved by this or any other Government Department or 
approving authority. Such approval can only be obtained 
through or from the normal official channels and authorities.”

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


Import Control : The Board of Trade have been informed by the 
Office of the High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
that the Government of the Union of South Africa have decided 
to issue a new class of Certificate of Essentiality with a priority 
rating 9 in order to enable Union industrialists to place orders 
overseas for their post-war requirements of plant and machinery 
for industrial development and expansion. It should be noted 
that such certificates will be granted exclusively for plant and 
machinery specifically required for industrial concerns already 
established or definitely projected and will not be issued for 
importation to cover sales to undefined buyers. 

Certificates with a priority rating 9 will bear the shipping term 
“when, offering ’’ and will carry no reference to a period of 
validity. They will also be numbered in a special series prefixed 
B.9/2. 

The introduction of this new class of Certificate in no way 
affects the issue of South African Certificates of Essentiality with 
priority ratings 1-8. As hitherto priority ratings 1-5 will be 
allotted to goods which are considered by the Union Government 
to be most important while the less important will receive 
ratings 6-8.

terms, provision will continue to be made for automatic improve- 
ment of shipping prospects depending on the length of time the 
goods have been awaiting shipment. Goods with ratings 6-8 
will retain the shipping term “ when offering” and will still 
qualify for shipment in the order determined by the relative 
dates of the corresponding entries on the shipping register, but 
normally no goods rated 6-8 will be shipped while others rated

It is understood that as and when goods are in freer supply 
and a greater tonnage of shipping becomes available the Union 
authorities will issue Certificates of Essentiality more liberally 
and for greater quantities. 

The question of the issue of certificates with a rating of 9 to 
cover consumer goods and raw materials is still under considera- 
tion by the Union Government. In the event of the Government 
of the Union of South Africa deciding upon any change of policy 


in this direction a further notice will be published in the Board of

CANADA 


Export Trade in March Quarter : The value of Canada’s domestic 
merchandise exports in March 1945 amounted to 301,175,000 
dollars, as compared with 282,682,000 dols. for the corresponding 
month of 1944, an advance of 6-5 per cent., states ‘‘ Commercial 
Intelligence Journal,’ published by the Department of Trade 
and Commerce, Ottawa. <A feature of the March trade was the 
shipment of goods of Canadian production to Poland to the 
value of 827,000 dols. The first mention of Poland in Canada’s 
trade returns since the early months of the war was in February 
1945, when the value of exports to that country was 514,000 dols. 

Merchandise exports in March included items intended mainly 
for war purposes to the value of 143,931,000 dols., as compared 
with 146,729,000 dols. in March 1944. Among the war supplies 
exported were tanks, military vehicles, shells, guns, metals, 
explosives, aircraft, Red Cross supplies, and Canadian army 
stores. Exports during the first three months of the current 
year were valued at 768,037,000 dols., as against 751,862,000 dols. 
in the same period of 1944, an increase of 2-2 per cent. 

Leading Markets. Exports to countries of the British Empire 
were valued at 154,938,000 dols., as compared with 135,507,000 
dols. in March of last year, an increase of 14-3 per cent., the 
total for the first three months of this year advancing to 
376,113,000 dols. from the first quarter value for 1944 of 
355,735,000 dols., or by 5-7 per cent. Exports to foreign countries 
were valued at 146,237,000 dols., as against 147,175,000 dols. in 
March last year, the total for the first quarter of this year 
amounting to 391,924,000 dols., as compared with 396,127,000 
dols. in the like period of 1944. 

Commodity exports to the United Kingdom were valued at 
108,802,000 dols., as compared with 110,362,000 dols. in March 
1944, the total for the three months ended March standing at 
259,483,000 dols., as against 283,358,000 dols. for the same period 
of 1944. Exports to the United States were valued at 103,343,000 
dols., as compared with 97,382,000 dols., and for the three 
months at 279,564,000 dols., as compared with 274,357,000 dols. 
Exports to British India rose to 31,930,000 dols. from 6,939,000 
dols. and for the three months to 72,033,000 dols. from 26,588,000 
in 1944, 

Merchandise exports to other leading countries in March were 
as follows, totals for March 1944 being shown within parentheses : 
Italy, 14,346,000 dols. (25,350,000 dols.) ; France, 6,380,000 dols. 
(nil); Egypt, 5,743,000 dols. (9,565,000 dols.); the Soviet 
Union, 4,655,000 dols. (2,968,000 dols.); Newfoundland, 
2,972,000 dols. (2,829,000 dols.) ; British South Africa, 2,956,000 
dols. (2,707,000 dols.); Trinidad and Tobago, 1,274,000 dols. 
(1,438,000 dols.) ; French Possessions, 1,760,000 dols. (1,459,000 
dols.) ; Switzerland, 1,380,000 dols. (1,638,000 dols.) ; Jamaica, 
952,000 dols. (1,292,000 dols.); Greece, 900,000 dols. (651,000 
dols.); New Zealand, 867,000 dols. (1,372,000 dols.). 

Principal Commodities. Among the commodity exports, 
animal products were a feature, March shipments being valued 
at 40,989,000 dols., as compared with 30,160,000 dols. in March 
of last year. Exports of meat were valued at 21,761,000 dols., 
as against 19,147,000 dols.; fishery products, 5,447,000 dols. 
(3,858,000 dols.); and eggs, 6,281,000 dols. (861,000 dols.). 
March exports of agricultural products were valued at 41,949,000 
dols., as compared with 44,396,000 dols., including wheat, to 
the value of 12,971,000 dols., as against 20,458,000 dols., and 
wheat flour 8,188,000 dols., as compared with 7,786,000 dols. 

Wood and paper exports in March were valued at 39,149,000 
dols., as compared with 34,731,000 dols. in March 1944, including 
newsprint to the value of 14,125,000 dols. (12,523,000 dols.) ; 
planks and boards, 7,467,000 dols. (5,951,000 dols.) ; and wood 
pulp, 9,845,000 dols. (8,433,000 dols.). 

Exports of motor vehicles and parts were valued at 41,634,000 
dols., as compared with 47,457,000 dols., and chemicals at 
12,924,000 dols., as against 7,973,000 dols. 

Exports of other leading commodities in March were as follows, 
totals for March 1944 being shown within parentheses : fruits, 
1,216,000 dols. (307,000 dols.); vegetables, 2,777,000 dols. 
(1,115,000 dols.) ; alcoholic beverages, 2,593,000 dols. (1,543,000 
dols.) ; seeds, 3,024,000 dols. (1,260,000 dols.) ; furs, 2,527,000

dols. (3,120,000 dols.) ; cheese, 1,692,000 dols. (608,000 dols.) ; 
cotton and products, 1,452,000 dols. (916,000 dols.) ; wool and 
products, 1,916,000 dols. (1,767,000 dols.) ; pulpwood, 1,241,000 
dols. (1,645,000 dols.); rolling-mill products, 1,610,000 dols. 
(697,000 dols.); farm implements, 1,598,000 dols. (1,533,000 
dols.); machinery, other than farm, 1,900,000 dols. (1,872,000 
dols.). 

Destination of Exports. Of the total export in March last 
154,938,000 dols. (135,507,000 dols.) went to Empire countries 
and 146,237,000 dols. (147,175,000 dols.) to foreign countries, 
while in the first quarter of the current year the shares were : 
Empire countries 376,113,000 dols. (355,735,000 dols.) and 
foreign countries 391,924,000 dols. (396,127,000 dols.) respec- 
tively. 

The bulk of the exports in March went to the United Kingdom, 
108,802,000 dols. (110,362,000 dols.), and the United States 
103,343,000 dols. (97,382,000 dols.). For the first quarter of the 
current year the totals were: the United Kingdom 259,483,000 
dols. (283,358,000 dols.) and the United States 279,564,000 dols. 
(274,357,000 dols.).

NEW ZEALAND 


Review of Business Statistics : Vinancial statistics have, in the 
main, followed the trends of recent years, but a number of 
variations are discernible, states a review of business activity 
and economic conditions prevailing during 1944, published in 
the Monthly Abstract of Statistics, issued by the Census and 
Statistics Department, Wellington. The actual bank-note cir- 
culation continued its upward movement, but there were a 
number of interruptions, with the result that the average for 
December was only £3,063,437, or 9-8 per cent. above that of the 
corresponding month of 1943, which in turn exceeded the Decem- 
ber 1942 average by £5,971,350 or 23-8 per cent. Deposits on 
current account with the trading banks also continued to in- 
crease, but with a considerable slackening in the rate of increase. 
Using the December average as a basis, it is found that the 
increase in 1944 was £5,748,344 (7-4 per cent.), in 1948, 
£12,871,695 (19-8 per cent.) and in 1942, £15,395,480 (31-1 per 
cent.). Fixed deposits have not varied a great deal in recent 
years but there was sufficient increase in 1944 to bring the 
December average to the highest recorded in any month since 
December, 1937. Advances by the trading banks showed more 
movement in 1944 than for some years past, the December 
average being £50,529,657 as compared with £44,416,210 in 
December, 1943, and £43,818,593 for December, 1942. Bank 
debits (cheque transactions) were on a particularly high level 
throughout 1944, the average for the year, £24,567,000, com- 
paring with £23,008,000 in 1943 and £20,046,000 in 1942. 

As a result of a series of monthly increases during the second 
half of 1944, overseas funds of New Zealand banking institutions 
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(on account of New Zealand business) reached a new high level, 
the amount held at the end of December being £(N.Z.)53,336,909 
as compared with £(N.Z.)42,841,214 and £(N.Z.)40,556,899 at 
similar dates in 1943 and 1942 respectively. 

Deposits with the savings banks established new high figures 
during 1944, but withdrawals were also on a relatively greater 
scale, with the result that the excess of deposits (£14,595,005) 
was practically the same as in 1943. 

Following a series of decreases during the first three years 
after the outbreak of war, the amount of consideration repre- 
sented by mortgage registrations commenced to move upwards 
in 1943, and this movement was continued in 1944, the aggregate 
for the latter year being £17,200,369, as compared with 
£15,430,460 in the former. As was the case in the preceding two 
years, the value of mortgages discharged in 1944 exceeded the 
amount registered by a substantial margin. 

Activity in the property market continued to be brisk during 
1944, although on a considerably reduced scale as compared 
with the high figures of the previous year, the amount of con- 
sideration showing a fall of 16-0 per cent. Compared with 1942, 
however, an increase of 41-6 per cent. was recorded. 

The share-prices index numbers (on base: 1938 = 1,000) for 
the year 1944 were 1,249 for industrial and 1,279 for all groups, 
as compared with 1,156 and 1,174 respectively for 1943. The 
high point for the year was reached in July, the industrial group 
index for that month being 1,277 and the all-groups index 1,314. 
A downward movement then commenced, and, although this was 
arrested in December, the indexes for that month were 41 points 
and 37 points respectively below the July figures. 

Foreign Trade. Exports during 1944 amounted to £77,704,663, 
but of this amount re-export of commodities previously im- 
ported accounted for £6,143,608, leaving the value of New 
Zealand produce exported at £71,561,055. This figure compares 
with £71,232,345 in 1943 and £80,545,574 in 1942. Ona volume 
basis, exports of New Zealand produce in 1944 were below the 
1943 level, the provisional index, based on the average of the three 
years 1936-38 (= 100), being 92, as against 96 in 1943. Imports 
in 1944 amounted to £86,686,531, a decrease of £8,461,486 below 
the record total of the previous year. 

Current Season’s Prospects: The early months of the current 
season have for the most part been characterised by favourable 
conditions, with an abundance of feed in most districts. Exces- 
sive rainfall, however, has held up shearing and haymaking, and 
in some districts hay crops have been severely damaged. Stock 
at the end of December were reported to be in good condition 
generally, but lambs in a number of areas were not fattening as 
well as could be desired owing to the soft nature of the feed. 
Milk-production is above that for the corresponding period of 
last year. The current season’s estimated area of wheat for 
threshing is 49,000 acres below the area threshed in 1943-44, 
but this difference should be partially compensated for by a 
substantially increased yield per acre. The estimated yield per 
acre is 37 bushels, which would give a total production of 
6,800,000 bushels. The ascertained yield in 1943-44 was 
7,208,485 bushels, with an average of 30-83 bushels per acre.
